The 2d brigade of the Kanawha divisios, 
Col. Moore of the 28th commanding, 
drove the enemy from Frederick. Col. Moore 
bimeeli was taken pricover while leading a 
cava'ry charge against about 400 of Gen. 8:u- 
art’s rebel cavalry. ; 

On the 14th inst., about o'clock a. m., 
the Kenawha division opened the battle of 
Blue Ridge, and was steadily engaged with the 
enemy from that bour till evening, making 
several genuine bayonet charges, taking about 
250 prisoners, and captaring three banners. 
The Obio boys behaved adatrably: Not a 
wan faltered. They attacked the enemy witha 
cheers, and drove bia in every insiance. This 
division bore the brunt of the battle. It was 
epgeg<d several hours before reinforcem-nts 
arrived. The loss of the division is eatim sted 
at about 200 bitied and #0 wounded. Ifloa 
several officers.
